Calhoun’s Attorneys Make Pro- 
test, but the Remarks of the 
Prosecuting Attorneys Are 
Allowed. 


San Francisco, June \14.—Jobn G. 
O'Gara, assistant prosecutor in the 
bribery trial of Patrick Calhoun, had 
submitted one-half of the argumenta- 
tive ease against the presifent of the 
United Railroads today when his ad- 
dress before the jury was concluded 
at the end of an epfire court session, 

Mr. O’Gare’s address was a dispas- 
sionate review of testimony offered dur- 
ing the last two months by scores of 
witnesses. In reviewing Ford's alleged 
connection with Abraham Ruef and 
the bribery supervisors in 1906, he said: 

“Why did not Tirey L. Ford come 
here and hold up his right hand and 
ewear that he was not guilty of paying 
this fund of $200,000 to Ruef?”’ 

“This is assigned as misconduct on 
the part of the prosecution,” said Stan- 
ley Moore, of the defense, interrupting. 
“He knows that Mr. Ford has been 
here and could have been called by his 
side as a witness.” 

A spirited argument involving the 
legal right of the prosecution to make 
such reference ensued, and Judge Law- 
lor, disregarding repeated protests, di- 
rected Mr. O’Gara to proceed. Mr. 
O’Gara continued: 

“There is nothing courageous or 
chivalrous in the crime which this rec- 
ord has exposed. What does it all 
amount to? Simply that Patrick Cal-| 
houn wanted an overhead trolley fran- 
chise: that it meant more money in his 
pockets to secure one; that the earth- 
quake and fire gave him the opportu- 
nity and that he promptly made his 
arrangements with Abraham tuef. 
Ruef, in turn, made his arrangements 
with his tools—the supervisors. 

“Why did Mr. Calhoun offer to take 
this overhead project to the supervisors 
after he had failed to win the support 
of committees of bGsiness men? 

“Was it not because he knew, as 
other men, that the red flag of the 
auctioneer was fiying over the city 
hall and that Abe Ruef was ready :to 
sell any or all of the privileges that 
the city owned?”

“Your committee nerewith submits 
a Statement secured from the sanitary 
department, showing Ahe number of 
closets located strictly in the city lim- 
its that have neither water nor sewer 
connection. It seems almost impossi- 
ble to believe that a city the size and 
promirence of Atlanta should continue 
to go -recklessly forward allowing 
7,334 aesspools of disease to exist at 
our very doors. 

“This statement does not cover any 
clogets located in the new ninth ward 
or immediately outside of the present 
city limit line. 
| “The total would be approximately 
| $,500. 

“In conducting this investigation, the 
committee itself is startled to learn 
than many of thesedry closetsare lo- 
“cated within a few hundred yards of 
such public schools as Windsor, Pryor, 
Fair, Grant and Crew streets. In fact, 
closets on the block next to Crew 
street school have no sewer connec- 
tion, 

“This school its located within six 
blocks of the state capitol and almost 
within one-quarter of a mile of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“Incidentally, it is generally con- 
ceded that Crew street school is un- 
sanitary, and we can well understand 
why such is the case. 

Night soil closets can be found in 
various sections of the second and 
third wards, and especially that dis- 
trict between Whitehall and Pryor, 
south of Fair street, in the vicinity of 
Windsor, Vasser, Glenn, McDaniel and 
Bass streets. 

In the Fair and Crew street school 
districts they can be found on Terry, 
Logan, Clarke, Woodward avenue, Con- 
nally, -Martin, Fair, ete.

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Caused from the apparent neglect 
of the second and third wards in mat- 
ters“ of civil improvements, 
been deemed advisable by the citizens 
of the two wards to take concerted ac- 
tion with a view of bettering the con- 
ditions that now exist. For this pur- 
pose the Second and Third Ward Club 
has been organized. Up to the present 
time meetings have been held, prac- 
tically of an executive order. Mem- 
bers of the club, to a large extent, 
have been confined to those who, 
knowing the discriminating conditions, 
asked for membership. A very large 
number of oitizens ave voluntarily 
requested that their names be enrolled. 
However, plans for permanent mem- 
bership had not been provided for. A 
knowledge as to the purgoees of the 
Second and Third Ward Club is gen- 
erally known. To mal the matter 
more clear to every citizen of Atlanta, 
as well as those of ovr own wards, 
we think it advisable fto briefly state 
our purposes: 

|. As citizens, we as no favors not 
accorded to citizens of other wards. 

2. We ask for expenditure of public 
moneys in our wards, based on popu- 
lation and needs. 

3. We are opposed to the further ex- 
penditure of public moneys for the 
upbuilding of outlying sections that 
are void of population or improve- 
ments and to the neglect of our wards 
and homes. 

4. We strongly ‘favor the issuance 
of bonds for the improvement and 
building of streets, sewers, water and 
schools. We promise our best efforts 
for a seni majority vote in their fa- 
vor, providing that wards and sections 
of the city which have heretofore 
been neglected, receive a fair consider- 
ation in the expenditure of the money 
voted for. We ask that the call for 
bonds as authorized by law shall con- 
tain specifically the purpose and 
amount fer each purpose, whether 
of schools, sewers, water and streets. 
and clearly state the amount appor- 
tioned to each ward. In case this in- 
formation is not shown in the call for 
bonds, we pledge ourselves to vote 
solidly against, and to use our best ef- 
forts to defeat said issue. No state- 
ment of any person (official or other- 
wise) shall be accepted by us as to 
what disposition will be made of the 
money voted for. We insist that ex- 
penditures be specified when present- 
ed to the legislature asking authority 
to issue bonds. 

5. We ask for an equal and just as- 
sessment of all property subject to 
taxation, and the annual publication of 
returns on taxable property, real and 
persona). We believe this will add 
very materially to the revenues of the 
city and county and prevent an in- 
creased tax rate, as now sugg«ested. 

6. We are in accord with any plan 
of governinent that will better and 
make equal conditions. We recom- 
mend that a committee of three mem- 
bers from the Second and Third Ward 
Club be appointed to examine careful- 
ly the recommendations of the char- 
ter revisi6dn committee, and sugges! 
that we ask for a committee of like 
numbers be appointed from the First 
and Fifth Ward Clubs, the entire com- 
mittee making report as to their fina 
ings and recommendations. 

7. We stand solidly for the protec- 
tion of the second and third wards 
against further apparent § discrjmina- 
tion In the building and placing of 
streets, sewers, water mains and 
ischooels. We insist on a fair return of 
money paid by us in taxes being spent 
in the sections in which we live and 
have our interest, at whatever cost, 
and at all hazards we pledge ourselves 
to stop the developing of private prop- 
erty at the expense and to the neglect 
of ourselves. 

8. We recommend that a committee 
of ten members (five from each ward) 
be appointed to commupicate by mail 
with every voter of the second and 
third wards, stating our object and 
asking that they join us in our efforts 
to protect ourselves from 
further political aggrandizement, and 
insist that we receive our quota of 
streets, water and schools, based on 
population and needs.

Northern Settlers Have ‘Had 
Much to Do With Develop- 
ment of Yonah Land—How 
Cornelia and Other Towns 
Are Growing.

Cornelia, Ga., June 14.—(Special.)-- 
Tf you are going to move, and are un- 
decided where to go, I will tell vou 
how not to make any mistake. What 
T advise you to dois to find out 
where, in Georgia, three or four yan- 
kees hate settled, then go and be one 
in their midst. 

T use the word “vankee” 
with money. southern people, it In- 
cludes the farmer of the west, as well 
as the mechanic and capitalist of the 
east, and because a talented northern 
told me that 
the word t* not offensive unless it is 
preceded by that adjective which is 
usually expressed in print by a blank. 

The Master With Them. 

Tt does seem to me that wherever 
there are gathered together as manv 
as two or three vankees. the good 
Master is one in their midst. The 
greatest recommendation a country 
can ‘have is that a lot of northern and 
western people have settled in it. 
You will make no mistake if you g£0 
and do likewise. 
friends of ours are worth to the south 
is not to be calculated. When they 
get hold of an acre of Georgia soil.

Northern Men in “Yonah Land.” 

Throughout this “Yonah Land” sec- 
tion are a number of yankees. I did 
not have to ask them whether they are 
yankees; the moment I met them at 
their places of business I knew they 
came from some foreign region, for 
they were doing things no southern 


,man is doing, or has thought of doing. 


In all my travels in Georgia and in the 
south, I have never found a yankee 
who, having a farm here, is planting 
cotton as acrop. Even a young yan- 
kee woman who, one day, “inadvert- 
ently married” one of our southern 
‘boys, has too much sense to try to 
support him by raising cotton. And 
I do not believe I have found in Geor- 
gia a yankee who was not prospering. 
Wherever you find him, he is making 
and putting on the market products 
that our good southern folks have 
never given any attention. In my next 
article, from the town of Demorest, 
Ga., where there are scores of north- 
ern people, I will tell of their unique 
enterprises. 
Examples at Cornelia. 

Here at Cornelia are some examples 
that illustrate what I have been say- 
ing. One Mr. is a New Yorker 
who came to Cornelia several years 
ago. He was an invalid who came to 
this Yonah Land for his health, and 
lived in a tent here the first year. To- 
day he has a nice, neat home and is in 
the business of raising children and 
strawberries. On the first-named crop 
he is losing money, of course—I know, 
although he did not tell me so—but on 
his strawberry crop he is making clear, 
every year $400 and $500 per acre. 

The Southern Aweco Dry Kiln Com- 
pany, with T. R. Lombard, a western 
man, manager, has offices in Cornelia. 
The concern builds dry kilns in which, 
through the use of super-heated steam, 
lumber is dried in twenty-four hours. 
For drying lumber effectively and 
quickly, there is, I am told, no other 
dry kiln that comes in a mile of the 
Aweco dry kiln. Mr. Lombard is also 
@ peach grower in this territory. After 
having traveled extensively, he chose 
this Yonah Land in which to do busi- 
ness and to live. 

Speaking of Peaches. 

Speaking of peaches, it may be 
truthfully said that this section is be- 
coming a veritable forest of peach 
trees. Two experts in the peach 
business, after having spent a year 
and a half in travel and investigating, 
reported as follows on this Yonah 
Land, of which Cornelia is the center 
and market: 

“1. Peaches grown here are bejter 
and command higher prices than 
those grown in any other sectién of 
the United States. 

“2. In no other section is a crop as 
certain yearly as it is here.

$100 Per Acre. 

Here the peach grower may safely 
count on making as much as one hun- 
dred dollars per acre, year in and 
year out. An orchard of two hundred | 
acres cleared last year $25,000—and/| 
it was not a good year for peaches. ort | 
of twenty acres, last year, an Individ- | 
ual grower got eight carloads and 
cleared $4,000. Of course, the crop is 
not so good every year, yet some 
years it is better than it was last 
year. E. Philbrick, who lives a mile’ 
from Cornelia, cleared last year $150 
per acre on his sixty acres of ‘“moun- |} 
tain Elbertas.” His peaches were of | 
such high quality that the fruit jour- | 
nals of New York city gave them 
special mention, telling how thes 
brought in the market as mueh as 
$3.50 a crate when peaches were sell- 
ing at $1.50 and $2.50 per crate. The 
first year’s crop here pays for. the 
entire investment in land, trees, cul- 
tivation and developing up to fruiting 
season. 

This Yonah land is famous as a 
peach section. The people, however. 
are just finding out that the apple is 
more profitable here than the peach. 
[I believe it was R. H. Straight, who 
fathered @n ten acres 3,500 bushels 
of apples that netted him $4,000. Ap- 
ples may ‘be had here the year round. 
A few days ago a gentleman was ex- 
hibiting in Cornelia perfect apples he 
had kept through the winter. 

Great Plum Country. 

It is said also that no other country 
can excel this Yonah land for piums 
and cherries; that the cherries from 
one tree made seventy gallons of wine | 
that were sold for seventy dollars; 
that the cherries from the same tree, 
another year, were sold for $44.25. 

Colonel U. C. Wade, a man of great 
learning and travel, having grown 
peaches in Michigan, and run a dairy 
in North Dakota, has settled in Cor- 
nelia, and is enthusiastic over the 
great resources of this section. (Col- 
onel Wade can show the people that 
as many as seven kinds of clover will 
grow here; that blue grass, alfalfa 
and various other forage plants can be 
successfully grown. here. Colonel 
Wade will take you out to his orchard 
and field and “show” you. He has 
every sort of fruit and vegetable and 
berry and plant known in this coun- 
try. Having had great experience, 
and having traveled extensively, Col- 
onel Wade is an authority on all these ! 
crops and cthers. 

The Yonah Land Described. 

The southern part of Habersham 
county and the northern part of Banks 
county is the Yonah land. It is a part 
of the Piedmont plateau. Its elevation 
is 2,000 feet. Its topography is roll- 
ing. Its scenery is charming. The 
mountains are in plain view. The 
world probably knows this Yonah 
land is high, dry, picturesque, delight- 
ful, healthful, fertile, productive, but 
the world probably does not know that 
in all the United §tates, there is but 
one county—one in Colorado—that has 
a lower death rate than Habersham 
county, G2orgia. 

Cornelia is the big town in Yonah 
land. It is 80 miles northeast of At- 
lanta, on the main line of the South- 
ern railway.

It Contains Pictures of 
City Stockade. 


Petition Is the Appeal of Dr. 
W. W. McAfee, Who Was 
Convicted in the Police Court 
of Violating the Prohibition 
Law. 


The petition for certiorari in the 
case against Dr. William W. McAfee, 
who has a drug store at !30 Decatur 
street, and who was convicted in the 
recorder’s corut of keeping on hand 
for sale spirituous liquor, was present- 
ed to Judge Ellis by his attorneys, 
Kontz & Austin, yesterday morning. 

It will be remembered that it was in 
the trial of Dr. McAfee that so many 
charges were made against the city 
etockade. 

The petition contains twenty-six sep- 
erate grounds on which the superior 
court is asked to set aside the con- 
‘Viction and order a new trial. 

Petition Is Lllustrated. 

The petition contains fifty-eight 
pages of typewritter matter, with the 
photographs showing the shackling of 
prisoners, two views of the “bucking 
machine.” the rock quarry, the sleep- 
ing quarters and the “Black Maria.”’ 
and all the evidence had at the trial 
showing the character and severity of 
the punishment at the city stockade, 
and is perhaps the most voluminous 
record that ever went up from the re- 
corder’s court, to review a trial there 
which covered the best part of four 


days before its conclusion. 
The writ was sanctioned by’ Judge 


W. D. Ellis and will be heard in July 
before Judge John T. Pendleton. 
Points in Certiorari Petition. 

1. The petition makes the point that 
the recorder’s court cans, lawfully 
try a man who is arrested without 
warrant, unless he comes within one 
of the three statutory exceptions, or 
unless he voluntarily goes to trial and 
waives his right to a legal arrest. 

2. It makes the point that no citizen 
of this state, charged with an offense 
less than a crime, such as the viola- 
tion of a city ordinance, can be con- 
victed and sentenced to infamous pun- 
ishment, such as the evidence in this 
case shows is meted out to offenders 
in the city stockade of Atlanta, in any 
municipal or other court of this state, 
where no proviston is made for the 
procedure and processes of a trial by 
jury. 

3. It makes the point that incrimi- 
nating evidence taken by force by of- 
ficers of the law from the private desk 
and money drawer of a citizen, by 
means of an unconstitutional search 
and seizure, where, at the time of the 
seizure, the defendant is not in cus- 
tody, is illegal evidence which cannot 
be received in any court of justice in 
this state. 

4. It makes the point that the ordi- 
nance known as section 1537 of the city 
code, is a void ordisance because not 
enacted in accordance with the man- 
datory terms of the charter of the city 
of Atlanta.

TEACHERS 
TO BE PROVIDED 


Comptroller Gen. Wright 
Discusses Problem. 


He Outlines Several Plans by 
Which Gov.-Elect Brown’s 
Promise to the Public School 
Teachers of the State May/| 
Be Redeemed. 


Governor Brown's insistence that 
the public school teachers of Georgia 
should be paid more promptly was 
commented upon approvingly at the 
state capitol yesterday. 

For years the public school teachers 
have been almost a year behind in re- 
ceiving their compensation. The zov- 
ernor-@lect proposes that during his 
administration they shall be paid 
promptly, just as are the other offi- 
cers of the state. 

As a means towarding catching up) 
with the school fund and placing the 
etate treasury in a condition to meet 
the payments to the teachers, he sug- 
fests an anendment to the constitu. 
tion authoriving an issue of $690,000 
of bonds, the proceeds of which would 
be used to pay the teachers and for no 
other purpose. — 

Approved by Colonel Wright. 

The efforts of the governcr to pay 
the teachers promptly meets the 
hearty approval of Comptroller Gener- 
al Wright. In disctssing the matter 
he said it its a crying shame that the 
teacners should be forced to wait for 
months to receive the small compensa- 
tion they had fairly earned. 

Comptroller General Wright thinks 
the matter might be arranged without 
resorting to a bond issue. He thinks 
it could be satisfactorily done (1) by 
using the near beer tax; (2) Dy creat- 
ing a sinkirg fund of the normal in- 
crease in the state’s tax returns each 
year: (3) by amending the state con- 
stitution so as to permit the governor 
to borrow $600,000 to meet casual de- 
ficiencies, instead of $200,000 as now. 

When the constitution of 187i was 
framed, the makers of that instrument 
had in mind the riotous extravagance 
and loose methods of the reconstruc- 
tion administration, and wished to 
make it impossible in future for a 
reckless, administration to plunge the 
state into debt by foolish and un- 
necesearv bond issues. 

In paragraph 1, section 11, article &, 
of the state constituticn, it fs provid- 
ea: “The bonded debt of the state 
shall never increased, except tu 
repel invesion, suppress insurrection, 
cr defend the state in time of war.” 

Savings Eaten Up. 

At that time the funded debt of the 
state was $10,644,500. This called for 
an annua! interest payment of $719,000. 
Since that t'me the debt has heen re- 
duced to $7,037,000, and the interest 
has been cut to $298,000 annvally. This 
has been effected Dy means of the 
$100,000 sinking fund annually created 
to ietire the bonds. The saving to 
the @tate is, therefore, $719,900 annual- 
lv, as compared to what it was 22 
years ago. 

But the appropriations for the public 
schools of the state have grown from 
$300,000 to $2,250,000 since that time, 
and the pensfton payments have in- 
creased amazingly. The state is still 
behind, therefore, in meeting its obli- 
gations. 

A bond issue of $600,000, as Govern- 
or-elect Brown and Comptroller: Gen- 
era] Wright point out, would put the 
state even. In future it would, with 
careful management, pay all its obli- 
gations promptly. When the school 
fund was only $300,000, this amount was 
easily in sight from the rental of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. Now a 
vastly larger sum must be provided. 

Increase Borrowing Capacity. 
were deemed more advisable, 
authority could be given the governor 
to borrow $600,000 each year on the 
credit of the state to meet casual defi- 
ciencies, instead of $200,000 as now, 
points out the comptroller general. 
This amount could be borrowed at 4 
or 5 per cent for three months, or five 
months, and then paid back when the 
taxes began to come in at the end of 
the vear. 

If the legislature 
sinking fund of the amount secured 
from the normal increase in tax re- 
turns each year, this would goon pro- 
vide a surplus. It is true, the legisla- 
ture would have to exclude this money 
in making appropriations. For in- 
stance, the increase in property values 
in 1907 over 1906 amounted to $72,000,- 
000, from which the state received an 
increase in tax receipts of $300,000. 
Under the present plan of running the 
stdte’s finances, this Wage already due 
for lHabilities already created by 
legislative appropriations. The state 
treasury is continually embarrassed 
by having to meet large appropria- 
tions in the beginning of the fiscal 
year, when receipts from taxation do 
not begin to come in until October. 

Might Apply Beer Tax. 

In discussing the matter further, 
Colonel Wright suggested that the re- 
ceipts from the tax on near beer might 
be used for paving the teachers until 
such time as it was required for the 
purchase of a prison farm. Under the 
act passed last fall, these taxes, which 
it was estimated would amount to 
$240,000 a year,, were made subject to 
the use of the prison commission to 
purchase farms on which to maintain 
the state’s .convicts.

W. H. Sebring. mayor of Jacksonville, 
Fla., welcomed the crushers of Georgia 
to the “Land of Flowers,” ang his 
welcome was fittingly responded to by 
Hon. A. O. Blalock, of Fayetteville, Ga. 
President W. H. McKenzie, of Monte- 
zuma, Ga., called the meeting to order 
and delivereg his annual address, which 
was one full of hope and promise for 
the future of the industry. After him, 
Secretary Fielding Wallace, who is also 
Chairman of the Publicity Committee, 
read hig two splendid reports. 

He called attention to the success 
which crowned the exhibit of the as- 
sociation at the State Fair in Atlanta 
last year, and espec lally “Cotton Seed 
Products Day.” which was held there 
on October I9th. He next took up the 
composition, contest, which was inau- 
gurated among the school children of 
Georgia, and followed this with a 
review of the conferences of crushers, 
cattle raisers, dairymen and prominent 
planters, which was held at the State 
College of Agriculture at Athens, 
in April He reviewed the erowth of 
the association, showing that 21 new 
members hag been taken in since the 
last annual convention, when the 
membership had reached the high 
Water-mark of 207.

Mr. Wallace concluded his report as 
Secretary by reading a number of ex- 
| tracts of a most complimentary nature 
directed to the Cotton Séed Crushers’ | 
Association of Georgia. He then took 
up the report of the Publicity Commit- 
tee, in which he pointed out {te success- 
ful work fn bringing about the greatly 
Increased interest In cotton seed pro- 
ducts and also tn the consumption of 
the same, not only in Georgia, but 
throughout the south. 

Commissioner Hudson Speaks. 

Hon, T. G. Hudson, commissioner of 
agriculture of Georgia, was the first to 
deliver an address before the associa- 
tion. His choice as a subject was “The 
Relation the Department of Agricul- 
ture Bears to the Cotton Seed Of1 In- 
dustry.”’ 

At the afternoon sesston, 
the report on the publicity 
by the association, of which EF. E. Dal- 
lis is manager, State Chemist R. EF. 
Stallings delivered a splendid address 
on the “Relation of the Food Laws of 
Georgia to Cotton Seed Products.” He 
Bald: 

“What is the relation of cotton seed | 
products to the pure food law of Geor- 
gia? I want to say in the outset that 
this relation has been very cordial and 
friendly. I know that the @nforcement 
of these laws has been of great aid to 
the industry which you represent. You 
gentlemen have done much tq set the 
public mind aright. 

“Dr. Wiley says that cotton seed oll, 
properly refined, ‘can be used satisfac- 
torily for all culifiary purposes and 
that it has a high nutritive value, and 
that no objection can be made from 
any hygienic or dietetic point of view.’ 
It has the further advantage of being 
a vegetable oil, and is not subjected 
to the diseases of animals, which have 
heretofore been the principal source 
of many fats for cullnary purposes. 

Cotton O11 Beats Lerd. 

“Tl frequently hear people say that 
cotton seed oil is a good substitute for 
lard I don’t like that statement. It 
would seem more proper to say lard 
ig a poor substitute for cotton seed 
oll, because I believe this vegetable 
oil, as it is refined today, is superior, 
from a physiological standpoint, to 
the hog fat, because I believe it is 
more readilv absorbed and assimilated 
in the animal body. Its value as a 
salad oil has been demonstrated be- 
yond question, and the experiments 
made by reputable physicians have 
shown its great value as a medicine.

McKnight, chief 
inspector of the Southeastern Under- 
writers’ Association, of Atlanta, whose 
address on “Fire Protection Engineer- 
ing” was one of vital interest to the 
industry, in view of the several very 
disastrous fires which have visited oil 
milis of the state this year.

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|CHARLES HOPKINS SCORES 
CHARTER MAJORITY REPORT 


In his minority report, dissenting | 
from the city charter prepared by a 
compromise subcommittee, Charles 
Hopkins scored the compromise char- 
ter and the committee which drafted it. 


His repert follows: 

“With regret I dissent from the ma- 
jority report of the compromise noms 
mittee, and this step is taken wit 
full knowledge of the ludicrous condi- 
tions that surround the committee of 
forty-nine. Its helplessness to make 
effective its work, the complete do- 
minion of the situation possessed by 
the ‘city council, coupled with the fact 
that this same council fs the most for- 
midable obstacle in the way of an ef- 
ficient, economical administration of 
the city’s affairs, renders any work 
done by the committee of forty-nine 
a mere mockery. Its one real function 
is to perfunctorily report. This range 
of somewhat circumscribed usefulness 
is distinctly appreciated, and within 
clear view Hie the graves of prior re- 
vision charter committees. 

“But a study of local conditions and 
a comparison of those with other 
southern cities has brought home the 
unpleasant truth that we are lagging 
behind the times and that our system 
of government is obsolete and waste- 
ful to a degree not comprehended by 
the average tax payer. 

“The present system involves an ex- 
travagance which, when examined, is 
absura. Our books have been audited 
but once, and that only partially in 
about thirty-five years. This In itself 
is reproach sufficient in view of the 
rigorous business law ‘that requires 
the books of a private business to be 
audited at least semi-annually. This 
audit, when made, disclosed a deplor- 
able situation of affairs, and yet it was 
quietly received and pmreon-holed by 
a complacent finance committee and ar 
equally innocent council. A more 
caustic denunciation of a bookkeeping 
system, or of the books themselves, 
was probably never rendered. The 
comptroller’s books for two years are 
badly out of balance. One department 
forbidden to disburse money had in 
fact, contrary to law, disbursed in two 
years over $49,000. During the same 
period of time the waterworks depart- 
ment had, without explanation, ex- 
ceeded its appropriation over $17,000. 
The chief of police had drd@wn war- 
rants for his pay roll, collected the 
money and deposited this to his indi- 
vidual credit. The pay roll had been 
discharged by his tndividual checks. 
When these were callea for they were 
not forthcoming. His stubs showed, in 
many instances, far less amounts than 
was called for by the pay roll. When 
asked for an explanation, it developed 
that he had been lending’ money to this 
force and charging one per cent a 
month interest in defiance of section 
501 of the city code. This report shows 
that the books of practically all de- 
partments were out of balance, illy 
and imperfectly kept, and that the city 
had no accurate system of keeping its 
accounts. 


System Has Grown Worse. 


“A ‘subsequent examination by Mr. 
Richardson disclosed the system had 
grown even worse and was a mere 
mockery. No inventories were prop- 
erly kept, such as were made being 
purely perfunctory, and the figures 
carried without change for many suc- 
cessive vears, thus making them pure- 
ly fake items. Still another examina- 
tion by the American audit Company 
showed that the system of bookkeep- 
ing ‘makes Atlanta helpless after her 
nearly $3,000,000 has passed the doors 
of the comptroller and treasurer’ and 
‘that this practice cannot be too se- 
verely condemned. The business man 
who would permit his private business 
to be governed by such a system of 
books would be unworthy of admission 
to the state asylum. 

“As to the waste which ts made inct- 
dent to the form of government we 
have but to open our eyes and look at 
the obvious. To detail this would re- 
quire an issue of a Sunday paper. Let. 
us examine an instance of our splen- 
did. methods of administering business 
affairs. Agreements are entered into 
with contractors for street paving 
whieh require notice of defaults to be 
given the principal and_e sureties. 
Defaults occur aggregating $20,000. 
The principal denies notice. The de- 
partment in question is called upon for 
the evidence of notice and contends a 
‘letter was written,’ but no copies of 
letters are kept in that department. 
The bonds and contracts are wanted 
and cannot be found. It is admitted 
that sureties have not been notified 
and the city attorney correctly advises 
the mayor there can be no légal re- 
covery The contractors offer $7,500 
in full settlement of a. $20,000 debt 
which is gratefully received when a 
$50 stenographer would have saved the 
entire amount. 

“Take another illustration: 
with a defect known to have 
existence for weeks is 
an inquiring mayor on a rasual visit. 
The guarantee on the eve of expira- 
tion, and $20,000 is saved the city. <A 
purely fortuitous concurrence of two 
chance events is worth just $20,000 to 
the city.

A hugh viaduct is built upon the 
express consideration that it must be 
completed by a designated time or a 
daily penalty of $1,000 is to be paid 
The contract price is adjusted accord- 
ingly, and yet the contractor, know- 
ing with whom he ifs dealing, goes over 
his time impudently to the extent of 
six months and a sweet and generous 
council obligingly gives him hoth im- 
munity and spiritual absolutiog. 

Junketing trips indulged in galore 
by different departments, money ex- 
pended in absolute defiance of the state 
constitution. Stortes of wanton disre- 
Sard of every law of economy, petty 
private enhancement, the filling of 
business offices with uynecessary and 
incompetent politicians would fill a 
book. ‘ 

“Instances almost innumerable have 
been brought to my attention, but to 
report them would now be beside the 
question. 

“In looking into the matter the 
establisheg fact loomed up that a new 
and modern form of city government 
had been discovered which had been 
tried out in some fifteen or twenty 
southern cities, and that the evils of a 
politically governed city by incompe- 
tent politicians had been corrected by 
the installation of business methods 
administereq by business men. It is 
useless to urge that neither politics 
nor politicians can be eradicated for 
the fact is that they have been. 

‘“Ag an instance, bankrupt Galveston 
has tried the new invention for nine 
years, It has been demonstrated to 
be a success. Bankruptcy and hopeless 
despair have been replaced by perfect 
solvency and virile hope, The present 
system does, as a matter of fact, sell 
to her citizens for 662-3 cents that 
which formerly cost $!. Wherever the 
new idea has been tried the people 
have been enthusiastically won over, 
and results achieveq that are simply 
marvelous. If the ene. realized by 
Galveston ‘was applied here we would 
have the extraordinary saving ot from 
$500,000 to $900,000 each year, and 
there would be no talk of an increased 
tax rate or bond issue, Why,

“Two reported charters were before 
the “whole committee. One demonstrat- 
ed by theories, fancies and was purely 
academic in character; the other wag a 
plain, simple enun¢iation of known 
business: principles adopted every- 
where to’govern business matters. The 
subcommittee has hastily endeavored 
to formulate a new charter composed 
of about one-half of each charter. This 
attempt to mix oil and water has not 
been, in my opinion, extravagantly 
successful. It resembles Mark Twain's 
attempt to cross a queen bee, that 
lays 2,000 eggs a day, on a Plymouth 
Rock hen. 

“This hybrid result is really funny. 
It provides for a board management 
for the entire city, and goes on to 
this end with the simple, childish as- 
sumption that the city doesn’t know 
anything about, an@d hag had no ex- 
perience with, board management. If 
thare is anything with which this city 
is disgustingly familiar it is the ineffi- 
ciency, wastefulness and bickeriag of 
boards. Has anyone forgotten the 
waterworks board, its results and the 
numerous attempts of the citizens to 
wet rid of it? Has oblivion spread its 
kindly mantle over the 
Grady hospital board that spends its 
annual appropriation in six months? 
Has our beloved, patriotic, self-sacri- 
ficing, united-in-spirit police board 
been forgotten? 


Proposition Abhorrent. 


“Turn this city, with very employee, 
every salary, every purchase, its an- 
nual income of $2,500,000 and expendi- 
tures of a similar sum over to an irre- 
sponsible, generally-elected board? Ex- 
tend the jurisdiction of the _ police 
board so as to make it comprehend 
every particle of the city property and 
affairs? The proposition is abhorrent 
to my intelligence. 

“Suppose we look at the matter 
closely for just a moment. A board of 
six men is to be generally elected—not 
a man to a specific department with 
the specific duty of making good—but 
a small board which is to collect every 
cent of the city’s income, make every 
purchase, spend every cent, select 
every employee from the street sweeper 
up, ang fix every salary. Four make a 
majority or slate and this will be in- 
stantly formed and complete dominion 
over the entire city established with a 
machine behind the slate backed by 
fifteen hundred city employees and §2,- 
500,000 of money to be expended an- 
nually. Such a’slate or machine would 
start, with its connections, into a city 
election with one-half the usual vote 
cast in such elections. Fatuously the 
committee has provided an additional 


bulwark between such a body and the 


electorate through the term that the 
charter can only be repealed or amend- 
ed by the consent of two-thirds of 
these men—and this when only a ma- 
jority 
Iintrenched against the voters by a 
working majority and that made dou- 
bly secure by an added bulwark be- 
tween them and the legislhature, under 
the prescribed conditions the only 
avoidable method of recall open to the 
voter would be a rope and a conye- 
nient lamp post. 

‘The board is to be elected in the 
aggregate and to have no specific de- 
partment allotted for individual care 
or examination. Each man, if he de- 
sires to do so, can assume the task of 
studying the needs of every depart- 
ment. He is not required to do any of 
this, and if he did his fate would be 
untimely, for no man living can intel- 
ligently become familiar with the de- 
tailed conditions and needs of the city 
as a whole. An active, good business 
man could work out the waterworks 
department with its investment of over 
$5,000,000, but if he did he would sleep 
the sleep of the aired. To take a com- 
prehensive, honest view of the whole 
city is beyond the mental ability of 
any man, and any attempt to have six 
men do what can be done by no man 
is to multiply absurdity six times. 


No Need For Aldermen. 


‘The second material ground of ob- 
jections lies in the contemplated board 
of aldermen. We have no need for 
such a body. The purely legislative 
functions of a city amount to but lit- 
tle. We have ordinances enough and 
to spare without more. To create a 
large and expensive body of fifteen 
men to do nothing which embodies any 
good to the aity is an entirely useless 
extravagance. Such rare ordinances as 
mnay be needed could be enacted by the 
men in charge of the city, who under- 
stand its needs, without the costly and 
superfluous creation of a body charged 
with neither opportunity nor duty of 
knowing what they are to do. 

“To comment in detail upon the char- 
ter, with its hastily thrown together 
and wholly incongruous elements, is 
beyond all space, and an illustration 
or 80 must suffice. 

“The charter errofeously describes 
the city boundaries. I destroyed the 
charter of the town of Kirkwood in 
the case of Warren et al. v. Branan et 
al., 109 Ga. 835, upon the precise point 
involved. 

“The power of police regulation over 
7 miles of adjacent territory is rather 
fantastical in view of our inability to 
property police .the city itself. How 
the residents of this territory would 
regard our needless, useless and pow- 
erful interference is, of course, a mere 
matter of conjecture. Is it intended 
to abolish the county police? 

“The power of eminent domain ts 
drawn in direct conflict with a state 
law. Any lawyer worthy of the name 
knows that a general law repeals a 
conflicting local law, but the legal 
proposition of repealing or modifying 
a general law by a local law is one 
that will make any lawyer sit up and 
take notice. Compare section 7! with 
the state law. The cost of conducting 
the city’s iffairs is directly raised 
from the initial sum of $12.500 to 
$22,900, or a net increase of $10,400 per 
annum. This its the additional sum 
paid for delivering the city, bound 
hand dnd foot, to a machine, and it 
does not meet with my approval. 

“Fifteen gratuitous and unnecessary 
aldermen are provided for to do noth- 
ing but meddle with things they know 
nothing about, and they are paid $1I0 
each for each attendance. It woujd be 
more economical, in the long run, to 
pay. them $20 each to stay away. 

“Section 6 gives the mayor and 
council absolute power to remove the 
entire police force—a power that 
should have some safeguards thrown 
around it. 

“Section !7 gives the power to enact 
police regulations by the council and 
chief and is in direct conflict with sec- 
tion 85!, which confers the same power 
upon the aldermen. An instange of 
what is judicially designated as ‘hasty 
and ill-considered legislation.’ 

“Section 21 makes the person of the 
superintendent of waterworks subject 
to the chief of the fire department 
during a fire. How the chief is to put 
out a fire with the body of the super- 
intendent isn’t stated, and further ex- 
planatory legislation is necessasy. 

“Section 23 is deficient in that it does 
not show whether the city is empow- 
ered to condemn land for waterworks 
or simply empowered to buy nécessary 
land at private sale, 

Left in Doubt. 

“Section 26 gives full control over 
paving, etc., to mayor and council, and 
then indefinitely refers thie power to 
a ‘department.’ Whether a depart- 
ment or the mayor and council is to 
have charge of this rather important 
detail ofthe city is left in doubt. Pri- 
ority is required in favor of sewers 
and water to every citizen over the 
paving of abutting ‘vacant’ property. 
If the cify means to run both. sewers 
and water to every isolated inhabitant 
of our grotesquely distorted new _ lim- 
its, it has at least a somewhat large 
undertaking upon its hands. If the 
charter means to apply the word ‘va- 
cant’ to one lot in an ofherwise popu- 
lated biock, then that block will suf- 
fer considerable unnecessary hard- 


ships. 

“Section 27 calls for a bureau of 
electricity, but omits to provide, spe- 
cifically for its formation, expense, 
etc. Great power to control the in-

Why this was 
done is not apparent upon the surface. 
If the power to legislate’ within its 
sphere was deemed advisable, it should 
have been generally delegated, and 
pot limited to vaccination. 

“The department its given the author- 
ity to regulate Grady hospital and 
the same authority reserved to the 
council, and thus we will have a con- 

urisdiction. 

ge B section 30 the aldermen have 
control over one—the sanitary depart- 
iment. The reason for this has escaped 
me when all other departments are de- 
livered to the council. 

“The comptroller is to be elected by 
the bank presidents and the judges of 
the superior courts and ordinary. These 
are county officials and not specifically 
connected with the city’s affairs. If 
a comptroller should prove a defaulter 
one of the judges would have to try 
him—a probable source of considerable 
personal embarrassment to the judge. 

“The office force of the comptroller 
is to be elected, and their salary fixed 
by the council, thus rendering his os- 
tensible independence purely imagi- 
nary. Whether the minimum fixing of 
his expenses at $10,000 is proper I do 
not know nor did the committee have 
any particular information on the sub- 
ject. It is $1,000 more than was needed 
last year and his salary of $4,000 is a 
material increase. I do not object to 
this, as he will be required to keep 
books. 

“The proposed sections in reference 
to the syssem of accounting has my 
unbounded support, affected only by 
the fact that the system called for by 
the census bureau of accounting has, 
in actual practice, been found material- 
ly defective. I have no other objections 
to urge to this feature. 

‘T object to section 38, which calls 
for an annual audit. While this is bet- 
ter than one audit each thirty-five 
years, it does not meet the business re- 
quirements of a monthly or at least 
quarterly audit that has been found 

ssential in the conduct of a private 

usiness. 

“Section 50, in giving the aldermanic 

board power to judge of the election 
and qualifications of its members, re- 
peals elections by the people. 
» “Section 62 materially changes the 
present laws of assessing the cost of 
paving, sidewalk and street work, 
which I regard as being fairly equi- 
table and, at least, well known. 

“Section 54 is an ingenious attempt 
to repeal a provision of the state con- 
stitution, and, therefore, somewhat 
abortive. 

“Section 88 refers to the power of 
the ‘board of directors’ to spend money 
in excess of the annual appropriations. 
Who the ‘board of directors’ are, by 
what means elected, what their powers 
are, must be contained in some: sup-

“The same section gives the health 
department the unlimited power to 
spend money to prevent the spread of 
contagious disease in excess of the an- 
nual allotment.

“While sympathizing with the desire 
to be done with the work, yet believing 
that a plain, practical charter can be 


drawn which would put this city upon 
an intelligent, working business basis 
and save the taxpayers over a half 
million dollars each year, I am entirely 
unwilling to compromise the principle 
involved, and, therefore, decline to con- 
cur in the majority report. 

“If any measure of good comes uwulti- 
mately to the public I shall not regret 
the loss of time and labor given in 
following my honest convictions.

3 | Wall ‘Street Discusses It, but 
t Account for It. 
Hill Stocks Heavy. 


New York, June 14.—There was fur- 
ther shrinkage in the volume of the 
stock market today, following the ten- 
dency of last week. Efforts of the 
crganized speculative element to ef- 
fect profit-taking sales to take ad- 
Vantage of.any outside demand, at- 
tracted by the week-end influences, 
forced a decline after the opening, 
owing to the meager proportions of 


the outside demand. The entire unre- 
sponsiveness of the general market tec 
the impressive advance in United 
States Steel, proved a striking feature 
of the day's transactions. The obsti- 
nate inertia of the general list seemed 
to proclaim the hopelessness of any 
effective action: of prices, and had 
much to do in causing the discourage- 
ment of efforts to move the market, 
which was responsible for the practi- 
cal stagnation of the late dealings. 
The accumulation of United States 
Steel was most persistent and aggres- 
sive, both for home and London ac- 
count. Buying from both sources was 
considered important,- and was due to 
influential financial interests. The 
highest prices touched before today 
was 69%, on June 3. As the half per 
cent quarterly dividend came off the 
stock last week, today’s price of 69% 
exceeds the previous record by that 
much additional. Aside from the im- 
pression imnade by the buying itself, 
and irference drawn from it, there 
was no new development concerning 
the property to account for the 
strength of United States Steel.. The 
introduction of it to the Paris mar- 
ket came into renewed discussion and 
.it was urged that the beginning of 
active trading in the stock in Paris 
might be made the occasion for a 
stock market demonstration. Ama)ga- 
mated Copper passed from under the 
depression, which has held it for sev- 
eral days, and moved upwards, in 
spite of another decline in London and 
unfavoranle cpinions on the trade po- 
sition, reported from Paris. Paris it- 
self gave over the active selling of 
coppers, which !t has been following in 
connection with the speculation in 
South African gold mines, which has 
engaged the attention of Paris opera- 
tors. The falling back of the Paris 
cheque on London indicated a relax- 
ation in the pressure for remittances 
from Paris to London, which,carried 
the cheque sharply upwards in con- 
nection with the London stock settlo- 
ment last week, Union Pacific made 
some show of strength, but Scuthern 
Pacific was heavy, helping to the con- 
fusion of speculative sentiment. Much 
of the gratuitous information, in the 
shape of tips, distributed before trad- 
ing began, went wrong today, and this 
was another factor in keeping senti- 
ment unsettled. The Hill stocks were 
persistently heavy, although picked 
by the tipsters for a brisk upward 
movement. The new impetus to the 
United States Stee] movement also was 
contrary to the heralded promise. Out- 
side of United States Steel, the most 
conspicuous stock in the day’s dealings 
was Wabash preferred. The rise in 
that stock to 61% was accompanied 
by circumstantial reports of a com- 
ing absorption by the Lackawanna, 
with a guerantee of a dividend on 
Wabash preferred as a compensation. 
While circumstantial and persistent, 
this report was without confirmation. 
"he sudden movement in various dor- 
mant securities was a peculiarity of 
the market, as it was last week. The 
great expansion which the loan item 
of the banks is showing, is much dis- 
cussed, but interior demand for cred- 
it remains so quiet that opinion on 
the money situation was rassured.

dant Than Expected—Corn 
Steady—Oats Easy. 


Chicago, June 14.—Reports of a more 
abundant harvest in the southwest 
than had been predicted earlier in the 
. on prompted liberal sales of wheat 
on the boarg of trade today, resulting 
in a material decline in prices: At the 
close the net:loss for the day was 3-8 


| to 3-4@7-8c. Corn closed fairly steady; 


oats were easy and provisions strong. 

Harvest news was the chief factor 
in the wheat market, although bearish 
crop advices’ from foreign countriés 
also exerted a weakening ‘influence. 
With the exception of a short-lived 
bulge early in the day, the market 
was weak throughout the entire eses- 
sion, and at times the selling pressure, 
especially on the July delivery, was 
heavy. As a result, the price of the 
nearby option declined nearly 2c from 
the high point of the day, the low 
point being reached at $1.15 7-8, as 
against. $1.17 3-4, the best mark touch- 
ed early in the session. The temporary 
firmness at the start was due chiefly 
to reported sales of liberal quantities 
of the cash grain. News in general, 
however, was so overwhelmingly bear- 
ish that the market lost all its strength 
in the first quarter of an hour, and 
developed additional) weakness as 
trading progressed. World’s shipments 
for. the. week were much larger than 
expected, being nearly 3,000,000 bushels 
in excess of those of the previous 
. tek. Of this total amount, Russia 
contributed 4,600,000 bushels. Harvest. 
ing was reported as being general in 
southern Missouri, anq advices from 
central Illinois claimed that the reap- 
ers will begin work in that section next 
week, and that high ylelds are ex- 
pected. The flood in the Missouri rivér 
and its branches was reported te have 
passed the climax, and no fear was 
entertained for-crops in the river bot- 
toms. The market for cash wheat in 
the southwest was demoralized, prices 
at Kansas City being down 3 to 7 
cents. A heavy tone prevailed at the 
close, although prices were about !-2e 
above the low mark. nal quotations 
on July were at $1.16 3-8@!.!16 i-2. 

An increasingly heavy tone for cash 
corn here ang in the west and south- 
west had a depressing effect on the 
market for futures, although prices 
at the close were t-4c lower to !-4c 
higher, compared with Saturday’s finai 
figures. Demand for the cash grain 
here was lighter, and indications point- 
ed to a considerable increase in re- 
ceipts. The market was also affected 
by the action of Ywheat. Cold, wet 
weather in the corn belt’ inspired 
slight bullish sentiment early in the 
day. July sold between 721-2 and 
73 1-2 and closed at 72 3-4c. 

Liquidation of July holdings was the 
feature of trading in» the .oats mar- 
ket. As a.result of this selling, the 
market in general was weak. Prospects 
of increased receipts, favorable crop 
reports and the break in wheat were 
the chief bearish factors. The market 
closed weak with prices unchanged to 
3-4c lower compared with the previous 
close. 

Provisions were strong, owing to a 
further advance of {0 to {5c in the 
price of live hogs, resulting from con- 
tinued light receipts. The market was 
unsettled, and declined several times, 
owing tq Liberal realizing sales. The 
close, however, was strong, with pricés
